NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On February 28, 2010, at approximately 2210 hours, Inmate Christopher Wilder was in 
the Inmate Reception Center holding cell G } waiting to be released. Suddenly, without 
authorization, Wilder walked out of the open cell to ask Custody Assistant Vasquez when 
he would be released. Custody Assistant Vasquez escorted Inmate Wilder back to cell 
HEE As Custody Assistant Vasquez tried to close the cell door, Inmate Wilder put his 
foot in the door to prevent it from closing and cursed at Custody Assistant Vasquez. 
Deputy II signaled for Wilder to stop and to step back. 


Inmate Wilder refused to comply and raised his right fistand rushed toward Deputy BEE 
cursing at him. Deputy fearing for his safety, punched Inmate Wilder in the face 
two times with his right fist knocking him to the ground. Deputy and Custody 
Assistant Vasquez were able to handcuff Inmate Wilder without further incident. The 
force was reported to IRC Watch Commander, Sergeant Kurtis Ebbinga, and an IRC/Unit 
Level force package was prepared. 


Inmate Wilder was treated at the IRC clinic by Nurse Camacho, ## for abrasions 
and pain to the left side of his face. Wilder was released from cusiody, on a citation for 
his misdemeanor charge, and was transported to the LCMC emergency room, via 
ambulance, per IRC protocol. The purpose for the transport was to allow the inmate to 
seek follow-up treatment with an emergency room doctor. 
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On March 6, 2010, Inmate Wilder returned to the LCMC emergency room, complaining 
of pain to his jaw area. He was subsequently diagnosed as having a broken mandible. 
Because the diagnosis was made at a later time by an LCMC emergency room doctor, 
and not by the jail staff physician, the broken bone was not reported to the Sheriff's 
Department. 


The diagnosis was brought to the attention of the Department when Inmate Wilders 
HE telephoned Ms. Julie Ruhlin of the Office of Independent Review and raised 

uestions regarding the level of force used against her A subsequent inquiry by IRC 
EEN oe ese Inmate Wilder's injuries were the proximate result of 
the force used by Deputy Bon February 28, 2010. 


The following review is based on written documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved 
deputies, and medical staff.

Deputy said on February 28, 2010, at approximately 1840 hours, he was working 
the Inmate Reception Center release area. He said while he was walking toward the 
release cells with a stack of release jackets in his left hand, he saw Officer Vasquez 
attempting to close the cell door to cen He said as the door was closing, he saw 
Inmate Wilder place his foot (unable to remember which foot) over the door jamb. He said 
Wilder kicked the door open and made the statement “Yo, don’t close the door dude.” 
Deput said as he passed cell J he stopped and faced Wilder. He said he 

raised his right hand and signaled for Wilder to move away, at the same time told 
Wilder not to block the door and he would talk to him in a moment. 


Deputy B said Inmate Wilder responded by telling him N “Yo, don’t raise your 
hands al me home boy.” Deputy [said Wilder then lunged at him with his right fist. 
He said, fearing for his safety, and due to Wilder's assaultive behavior, he counter acted 
by punching him twice on the left side of his jaw with his right fist. He said Inmate Wilder 
immediately collapsed to the floor. Deput ei: once Wilder fell to the ground, he 
attempted to get back up. Deputy said he placed his left elbow onto the small of 
Wilders back in an effort to keep him on the ground. He said he grabbed Wilder's right 
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hand with both of his hands and forced it behind his back. He said he was able to 
handcuf his right wrist and Officer Vasquez handcuffed his left wrist. 


Deputy [EE said he reported his use of force to Sergeant {J Inmate Wilder was 
escortec to another ceil by Officer Vasquez. Twin Towers Medica! Staff treated Inmate 
Wilder’s open cuts inside of his mouth.

Custody Assistant Jorge Vasquez, F was interviewed on June 2, 2010, at 
approximately 0953 hours, by Sergeants Jack Ramirezard Jimmy Rios of Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The interview was digitally recorded for review. The following is a summary of 
the incident. 


Custody Assistant Vasquez said on February 28, 2010, he was working Inmate Reception 
Center, PM shift in the release area. He said he was walking in the release hallway. He 
said as he walked by cell E ve attempted to close the cell door, but Inmate Wilder 
stuck out his left foot and blocked the door from closing. He said Deputy {then 
stepped in front of him (Vasquez) and held his hand up in front of Inmate Wilder, signaling 
for Wilder to step back. Vasquez said Wilder responded by telling Deputy “Don't 
raise your hands at me.” Custody Assistant Vasquez saw Wilder make his hands into fists 
and he quickly stepped toward Deputy with an angered look on his face. 


Custody Assistant Vasquez said Inmate Wilder took a fighting stance and proceeded to 
move toward he and Deputy I Vasquez said Deputy punched Inmate Wilder 
on the left side of his face with his right side fist, causing him to fall to the ground. 
Vasquez said Wilder attempted to get back up onto his feet. He said he and Deputy 
WEE cr able to handcuff Inmate Wilder without further incident. Custody Assistant 
Vasquez said he escorted Inmate Wilder to cell #246, while Deputy notified 
Sergeant Soi the force that had been used or Inmate Wilder. He said Inmate 
Wilder was treated for his injuries by the Medical Staff.

Inmate Wilder 
said he walked out of his cell, past a posted “Stop” sign and asked Custody Assisiant 
Vasquez how much longer until he was released. inmate Wilder also demanded to be 
allowed to call his J Custody Assistant Vasquez told Inmate Wilder to go back 
inside his cell and wait until he was called. Inmate Wilder said he saw how the process 
was working and it was explained by jail personnel, but insisted it was his turn to be 
released, because he had been “scanned out.” 


He said Custody Assistant Vasquez started to close the door to cell | | and Inmate 
Wilder said he put his right foot in the door to prevent it from closing . He told Sergeants 
Ere N advanced on Vasguez when told to move back. Wilder said 
Deputy punched him in on the left side of his face with his right fist two times. 


Inmate Wilder said he fell to the ground, then attempted to get back up onto his feet. He 
said he was then handcuffed without further incident. 


Sergeant [asked inmate Wilder if, in hindsight, he should have simply followed the 
instructions of the Deputies and Custody Assistant’s and waited in his cell, until he was 
called just like all of the other inmates, he agreed and believed he would have been 
released without incident. 


Sergeant ead the medical statement prepared by RN Camacho, H She 
had stated in her report, Inmate Wilder was treated for abrasions to the left side of his 
face. Wilder had complained of pain to this area only. Inmate Wilder was subsequently 
transported to LCMC for final care and released. On March 6, 2010, inmate Wilder 
returned to LCMC on his own, complaining of continuing pain to his jaw area. He was 
then diagnosed with a “Mandible Fracture“ (see attached patient chart #0694769).
